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THE GREATEST ENEMY 


Does the great menace of 
the communist conspiracy come 
from its military threat? So 
long as we are strong and 
willing to defend the United 
States, we can counter and if 
necessary meet that threat. 
But what about the much more 
insidious threat of communist 
infiltration and subversion 
here at home? There is danger 
of course from espionage, 
sabotage and so on, as we 
ought to know by now. But 
even more dangerous is the 
ceaseless, endless attack on 
American institutions —- be- 


cause it is carried on not 
only by avowed communists, 
but by secret and underground 
conspirators and, much worse, 
by well-meaning but deluded 
Americans. 

This brings us to the basic 
principles which should guide 
all questions affecting our 
domestic policies. It is com- 
mon for nearly all Americans 
to say that they stand for 
the preservation of the Amer- 
ican form of constitutional 
government and our free en- 
terprise economic system. 
Even our modern ‘liberals’ 








claim they are merely trying 
to make that system work 
better. But because they 
either deliberately ignore, 
or do not understand, the 
basic principles of this sys- 
tem, they unknowingly make 
the job of the communist 
easier. And the communist, no 
matter what his guise, is 
dedicated to the eventual 
destruction of our system. 
The great underlying prin- 
ciple of this system is 
freedom - freedom of the in- 
dividual, under God, to order 
his own life as he sees fit; 
freedom of each sovereign 
state in the Union to run the 
affairs of its people as they 
may decide, without inter- 
ference or direction from a 
central authority. The Vecla- 
ration of Independence put it 


WHAT THEY HAVE LOST 


Nowadays whenever one talks 
about freedom, the Constitu- 
tion, and capitalism, a 
smart-aleck reply is that 
‘you can’t eat the Constitu- 
tion.’ People who talk like 
this are not necessarily 
enemies of the American sys- 
tem, but two things have hap- 
pened to them. Their minds 
have been poisoned by left- 
wing propaganda. And they 
have lost their understanding 


briefly and eloquently - that 
all men ‘are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalien- 
able rights.’ This is the 
direct opposite of all col- 
lectivist systems, whether 
communism, socialism, welfar- 
ism or fascism. Their prin- 
ciple is that man has no 
natural rights as an individ- 
ual — that all his rights are 
conferred on him by government. 
Therefore, freedom’s great- 
est enemy is Big Government. 
The communist knows this —and 
works always to give more 
power to government. The 
modern ‘liberal’ works toward 
the same end, but under the 
delusion that he is doing 
good to the greatest number. 
In reality, he is undermining 
the finest form of the free 
society the world has known. 


of the genius of the Ameri- 
can system. 

First, about the poisoned 
minds. This is where we see 
the terrible danger from the 
internal tactics of our native 
Reds and their dupes. The 
communists in the United 
States do not work through 
great mass movements. They 
know that the American people 
cannot be sold on communism 
or socialism as such. But if 
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the communist c 
American people on communist 
objectives, under pretty 
labels, he can count on us 
cutting our own throats. His 
major objective is to kill 
freedom. Since Big Government 
is freedom’s greatest enemy, 
the communist’s method is 
simple. His technique is to 
get non-communist Americans 
to advocate measures which 
always bring more power to 
the central government. He 
finds his unknowing allies 
among many excellent people 
who are in the right places 
to influence opinion. Through 
a feeling of wanting to do 
good, or through a misunder- 
standing of the nature of 
freedom, or through sheer 
ignorance, they work to kill 





the only system under which 
they themselves are free. 
There is, for example, the 
college professor or high- 
school teacher who instills 
in his students the notion 
that the government owes them 
certain material benefits. 
There is the newspaper editor 
who tells his readers that 
the government must take care 
of the farmers, or that it 
must build houses or schools. 
There is the labor leader who 
sellshis union members on the 
notion that the government 
owes them special privileges. 
There is the television or 
movie producer who slants his 
entertainment toward these 
and other objectives — who 
considers capitalists and de- 
fenders of traditional Amer- 
icanism as fair game to be 
cast in the role of villains. 
There is the politician who 
garners votes by promising 
pie-in-the-sky from the gov- 
ernment. There is even the 
businessman who thinks he 
must make some sort of com- 
promise with communist ob- 
jectives to save his own skin 
- who, like the lady who was 
only a little bit pregnant, 
thinks a little socialism or 
communism is all right. All 
of these, and others like 
them - even though unaware of 
what they do - are respons- 








ible for poisoning many minds. 

These people have lost, or 
never had, an understanding 
of the genius of the free 
system. Otherwise they could 
not sanctionso silly a state- 
ment that ‘you can’t eat the 
Constitution.’ The answer is 
that you cannot eat -certain- 
ly not very well - witheut 
the Constitution. This is 
another way of saying that it 
is our constitutional system, 
and a free economy operating 
under that system, which has 
made us the richest and most 


SERVANT, NOT MASTER 


The system of government 
blueprinted by the American 
Constitution has sometimes 
been called limited govern- 
ment. Its real genius, how- 
ever, lay in the fact that - 
so long as we lived and acted 
within the true meaning of 
the Constitution - a central 
government with the power to 
oppress its citizens was im- 
possible in the United States. 
This was because that govern- 
ment was made the servant, not 
the master of the people. In 
reality, the central govern- 
ment was the creature of our 
individual states - 13 of 
them originally, 50 now. They 
set up a national government, 
under the Constitution, to do 
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abundant land in the world. 
If you stop to think about it, 
you will realize that there 
are other nations which have 
resources and energies as 
great as ours. Why, then, did 
the United States surpass 
them all? Because here, for 
almost the first time in 
history, our energies and 
resources were released to do 
their amazing work in an air 
of freedom. And this freedom 
meant freedom from the op- 
pressive and debilitating 
hand of Big Government. 


certain things for all the 
states which an individual 
state alone could not do for 
itself. But the states, 
through the Constitution, re- 
served to themselves and to 
their people certain rights 
and areas of activity which 
the central government could 
never touch. They did this in 
order to insure that the 
central government would re- 
main always their servant, and 
could never grow big enough 
to oppress them. 

But in this century, we have 
gradually forgotten this 
great heritage which the 
framers of our Constitution 
bequeathed to us. Almost 
without realizing it, we have 
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tortured and twisted the 
meaning of the Constitution - 
or simply brushed it aside - 
in order to bring ever more 
power to the central govern- 
ment. In so doing, we have 
played directly into the hands 
of our communist enemies. We 
grow to resemble more and more 
the thing we hate. Fortunate- 
ly, we have not yet gone so 
far that we cannot reverse 
our steps, and return to 
freedom. But we will not do 
so unless we understand our 
own basic American principles. 

Therefore, so far as our 


domestic policies are con- 
cerned, no matter what is 
proposed, the big test should 
be this: Does it give more 
power to the central govern- 
ment? Does it impinge in any 
way on the rights reserved 
to the states or to the people 
in the Constitution? If it 
does, then out with it —- for 
down that road lies slavery. 
Besides, itis a slavery which 
we ourselves finance and pay 
for. We will consider that 
subject next week.

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Book Review 


A NEWLY EXPLORED AREA 


IN MANY VOICES by Edward 
Hunter, 190 pages, Norman 
College, Norman Park, Ga., 
$3.50 (paper cover $2.00). 

It is always a pleasure to 
come upon a well-written, 
well-organized book which 
explores a virgin field. This 
is what Edward Hunter, the 
foreign correspondent who 
added the word ‘brainwashing’ 
to our language with his 
books on that subject, has 
done in the present volume. 
Or perhaps we should say that, 
as in his exposures of Hed 


brainwashing, he provides 
virgin material on an exist- 
ing, but hitherto unexplored 
area. His current subject is 
the foreign-language press 
in the United States, and it 
is adeeply interesting study. 

Did you know that there are 
65 daily newspapers printed 
in the United States in 20 
languages other than English, 
and that they are published 
in 21 different cities? Did 
you know there are, in addi- 
tion, 217 weeklies published 
in 33 different languages? 








These are merely the bare 
Statistics. Behind them is 
the story of the struggles, 
successes, failures, and 
continued striving of the 
personalities and organiza- 
tions which make up what Mr. 
Hunter calls ‘our fabulous 
foreign-language press.’ And 
fabulous is the word — not in 
the Hollywood sense, but in 
the sense that such a thing 
would be possible onlyin the 
free atmosphere of this cour 
try. In fact, some of the 
people who constituted what 
used to be known as the Amer- 
ican melting pot had never 
seen a newspaper in their own 
language until one of their 
number, inspired by the initi- 
ative and energy of the Amer- 
ican spirit, provided them 
with one. Even then, he some- 
times had to teach his people 
what a newspaper was - that 
it wasn’t a bank or a store 
to which you sent money to 
buy the products advertised. 
No wonder, once they learned, 
these immigrants to our shores 
(particularly those who fled 
communist tyranny) took free- 
dom seriously, rather than 
for granted as too many old- 
line Americans often do. 
While the great majority of 


these foreign-language pub- 
lications are thoroughly 
American in their outlook and 
editorial policy, Mr. Hunter 
also tells us of the inevit- 
able infiltration (no field 
is ever overlooked) by the 
communists. And he gives us a 
complete and penetrating 
analysis of the communist 
foreign-language press here 
which, of course, is anything 
but American in its aims. 

A pat on the back is due to 
Norman College for sponsoring 
this fine study of an untouch- 
ed area of American life. 
Norman College was started 
only five years ago in Norman 
Park, Ga. Almost immediately 
it won a Freedoms Foundation 
Award for its Citizenship 
Program. And in 1957, by vote 
of its administration, facul- 
ty, students and trustees it 
adopted ‘the American Credo 
based on belief in God, our 
Constitution, and the Bill of 
Rights.’ Strange as it may 
seem, according to its own 
statement it was ‘the first 
college in the nation to 
adopt this Credo as a basis 
for teaching Christianity and 
Americanism.’ Could the Ivy 
League do better?
